T has not been uncommon for the moft important truths to 
: remain problematical for a time, amidit the confufion of 
party, and the rubbith of mifreprefentation and falfehood. The 
minds of men which can contain and compare’a certain number 
of ideas only at once, become perplexed, and their judgments 
confounded in the multiplicity of contradictory pofitions. Rea- 


fon the moft unbiaffed is led blindly altray from thofe material’ 


facts and circumftanees in which alone truth is always to be 
found. 

This was truly the cafe in refpect to the conduct of the Tavs 
Brother:, iathe American war. The Public, for a time, mif- 
led by their mifreprefentations and the fhamelefs falfehoods and 
groundlefs clamours of a faction, believed that they had dif- 
charged their duty to their country with fidelity and honour, 
and thar all the failures and ill fuccefs in that war had been oc- 
cafioned by the neglects or treachery of the fervants of the 
Crown, But as foon as thofe few leading facts and circumftan- 
cés, that were neceffary to difpel the mifts which the faction, 
with infinite induftry, had raifed, were candidly related, rea- 
fon affamed its throne in the minds of the Public, and upright 
decifion univerfally followed, infomuch that there is now no 
man in the king@om who has read them, but is convinced, and 
none who are not of their party that will not confefsj that 
Ad——n have faithfully difcharged their duty, and that the 
Two Brothers have betrayed their country. . 

In the fame problematical fufpenfe, the conduét of the Lee- 
Shore Admiral has remained before the Public. ‘The fame cau- 
fes have produced the like doubts, and contrary opinions re- 
fpecting his naval condué on the 27th of July. “Truth, which 
alwaysfhines molt in its native fimplicity, has been furrounded 
by, and almoft totally enveloped in party cabals, mifreprefen- 
tations, and falfehoods ; whereas a few'effential fats, which 
cannot deceive when fimply put together, would have relieved 
her from her embarraffment, and flafhed conviétion on every 
mind which was difpofed to fee her in her pure and native 
light. 

What then are thofe facts which will inform the candid en- 
qurer, whether the Admiral difcharged the duty of a gallant 
efficer, and a friend to his country? W'as he furaithed with a 

+ force equal to that of the enemy he wis fent to combat? is the 
firit queftion which every man of {gale and candonr will afk.

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By this litt it appears, that the Britifh line was greatly fupe- 
rior in force 4 that of the enemy. . The former had three fhips 
of the line more than the latter, thould L’Amphion, carrying 
only 50 guns, be ranked of the line. In the French line there 
were only fwe three deckers; in the Britifh fever. In the 
French, wine of 64 guns, and one of 50; and io the Britifh, 
only fx of 64, ank all the others of 74 and upwards. And the 
Britith had the fuperiority of 354 caonon. ‘Vhefe circamftances 
alone, when candidly weighed, muft give the Britihh Admiral 
a great fupertority of force to that of his enemy. 

Every fociety, when it confers on an officer the command 
of a force in any degree fuperior to that of an eiemy, expects 
to have ip return a defeat of that enomy, or fome advantage 
gained. Britons, whenever they have enQoura ferce only ow 
gual ro that of the French, have ever beem taught to expect, 
from the fup:rior {trength, fleadinefs and gallantry of their men; 
to look for certain victory and fuccefs: and events have ever 
proved their expectations juft and reafonable, except where there 
has been fome intervening treachery, or cowardice, or fome ve~ 
ry extraordinary and unforefeen accident. From fuch a fape- 
riority of force on the 27th of July, what ought Britons rati- 
onally to have expe&ted? Might they not-Aad they not a right 
juftly to have looked for a total defeat of their inferior enemy, 


‘if not a termination of the war? Was there any thing: wanting 


in the equipment of the fleet, or did any thing happen out of 
the common courfe of naval expeditions, which, when placed 
in oppofition to this great fuperiority of force, could reduce it 
to a balance with that of the enemy, or which ought in reafon 
to apologize for the want of fuecefs? Nos: none of thefe cir- 
cumftances have had an exiftenet; nor has asy of them been 
produced in the Admiral’s vindicatibn. His force was well 
appointed ; his fhips were well manned. The wind and fed 
favoured both his manceuvres and. his aétion ; while they di- 
ftreffed thofe of his enemy, and rendered his exertion greatly 
embarrafied and lefs effeual. The gale was fteady. The 
Britifh line was to the leeward of the French. This circum- 
{lance alone gave the Britifh Admiral an opportunity, by proper 
manceuvres, to receive his enemy in what manner he pleafeds 
Befides, it placed the Jower batteries of the French fhips near- 
ly even with the water ; a circumftance which greatly ob{trua- 
ed their ufe, while it elevated thofé of the Britihh, and gave 
them every advantage.in action. Hence it muit be obvious to 
every perfon verfed in marine affairs, that the truly /uperior 
prowels of Britifh feamen, all the advantages that wind and 
weather could afford, and a great fuperiority of naval force, 
placed vitory and fuccefs before the Britifh Admiral, had he 
been difpofed to improve thele advantages. What would a Blake, 
an Hawfe, or a Rodney, have done under the like circamftan- 
ces, premifing fo much fame to himfelf, and fuch benetits to 
his country! Let the voice of truth, let the glory of their 
actions proclaim it in the ears of Britons: They would have 
burnt, fink, or taken the greateft part of this hoftile fleet. 

And yet, notwith{tanding all thefe aufpicious circumitances, 
alluring the Admiral to crop the laurels they had placed betore 
him, he was attacked by this inferior enemy. His fecond in 
command, with all the gallantry and pyoweds of a Briton, #»- 
couneSted with facion, attained the heat of the battle, occa- 
fioned by his Admiral’s undkilful or treacherous manceuvres, 
The time has been when Britons enquired who foaght, and 
who did wot fight. And upon thele circumftances only the prow- 
efs or the treachery of their feryants was decided. The Ro- 
mans would nor traft a fecond time,.' even an unfortunate Ge 
neral: And a Byng was exccared only ter an error in judg- 
ment. 

Such has been the public virtue of Romans and of Britons. 
But now dillipated, luxurious Brizons have loft the virtue end 
figacity of their anceflors, and milled by faion, know not 
what they do! ; 

The plan of the nayal combat being difconcerted, the enemy

The Freneh 
Admiral having out-manceuvred him or, excelled himgin’ 
fidelity to his country, was now to the leeward. He kept up 
his lights during the whole night, and continued his courfe ua- 
der an eafy fail, hoping the Englith Admiral would do the 
fame, and again try his fikill: But his hopes deceived him. 
The Britith Admiral had no fuch defign: For althongh

keep up with the enemy the next day, it was neglected. His 
lights were extinguifhed at eleven o’clock at night, that his 
fleet might not be feen by the eneniy, from which he inteuded 
ignominioully to fly; and accordingly he fuffered his fleet to 
fall in the rear of the French, Ac day-break, although they 
were within fight, he tacked, ingloridufly fled from his inferior 
enemy, aid sook refuge in 

Such are the important fatts. 
truth, and nothing but the truth, when undifgaifed by the arts 
of defigning men, ‘ 

Upon thefe facts then let impartial Britons decide, wh 
there is not demonttration fel 
pe the beginning to betray his country ¢o the intrigues of his 
action. 

And yet, for this inglorious condué, through the infamous 
arts of thofe who impudently ftile themflves Patriots ; the ci- 
thanks of the nation, the highe? reward of the virtuous and the 
brave, were proflituted to this betrayer of bis country, while 
that gallant officer, who fought in his country’s caufe a greatly 
fupetior furce, until his ship was utetly difabled, has been falfe= 
ly accufed, his public fame infamoufly traduced, and his houfe 
defrayed by the mifguided rage of bis deluded fellow-ciizems. 
4% The mot precious of the rewards in the power of Britons to 
beftow, has been fo infamoufly proftituted to reward ihe coawe 
ard and the fraitor, that the brave and the loyal will citeem

Che calamities which had Defailen them were of the mott 
dreadful kind, . Theis loflesare immenfe, and the dittreiies of the 1n- 
habitants very great. Maay were the fotters he had read on the fub- 
jeet, yet there were none by which he could afcertain the extent of the 
calamity. He proceeded therefore upon the grounds of public notori- 
ety, concluding the misfortunes of the fulferers to be of the mott mee 
lancholy nature, becaufecevery one had declared he could not conceive 
an ade quate idea of them. « Ly the line, however, which he intended 
to purive, it was not neceflary that the extent of the lotles thould be 
aivertained ; becaufe, as it could not be in the hopes of the auiterers 
to expect, fo it was aot in the-delire, perhaps noc ia the power of tl ¢ 
Houfe to make them all good. All that at prefent could be required 
was fome iramgdiate eelicf—a fpeedy fupply of provifions and lumber 
for the molt nccetiitous, who perhaps matt perith without them. This 
being then his objeét, it remained with him to confider what was the 
proportion of relief to be voted for each itland, In Jamaica, the difs 
after had fallen on the two richeff parifhes; in Barbadocs, the culami- 
ty had been.general. If gentlemen Were te apportion the relief to the: 
advantages derived to this kingdom from thefe two places, the greater 
tum would donbtlef..be voted tor Jamaica. But, if the diftreifes of the 
futferers were to be cenfidered, Barbadoes in point of diltreds might 
challenge-the Zreater rate our. generolity. In Jamaica, the lofs 
had fallen upon the sicheft; 4n-Bardadoes, upon both orders, the poor 
and rich. fn the former, mapy people were: {till left to affift the fur- 
ferers ;/inothe latter, all were involved in the calamity. If attention 
were paid to the number of fquare acres which had been defolated in 
both idlands, the lofs in Jamaica wasiufigniicant compaged to that at 
* Barbadoes; for in the one it was local, in the other anjverfal. In the 
one there were ftill fome provifions lett, aod much money to purchafe 
more ; in the other were neither provifions nor money. When any re- 
lief therefore (hould be feat out, as Barbadoes was entirely deititate of 
provifions, and Jamaica had fome left, a greater number of vetiels 
would be neceffary. for thie one than for the other, and a greater fum 
mutt of courfe be expended in freight and infurance, From theie con- 
fidera tons, his {.ordihip was of opinion, that the fum to be voted for 
Barbadoes fhowld be greater than for Jamaica, but how Such greater 
he wasat-a lofs fo fay, as he had already obferved he had no certain 
itformation to go by. Some of the planters had taid chat it ought to 
be four times. as. mach, for his part he would fay twice as much. But, 
as gentlemen muft keep in mind that the only view Parliament gould 
now have was to give bread to thofe who wanted it, and to furnish 
them with building matesials, they muft mot expeét that he fhould 
move foga grewe-fttty’; WHd as proyitions were the firft thing to be con- 
fidered, fohe thould oily move for a fupply of this article, after thofe 
which Sir Samuel Hood had carried out might be confumed, which be 
fuppofed would beabout June next. His Lordthip thea moved, that 
the fum of 85,006 1, be grithted towards re ieving the diltrefles of our 
fellow fulje@s in Basbadoes; whole property had been deitroyed by 
the dreadful huoricané in Odtober. lait. His Lordihip next moved 
40,co> lL. tor the fame purpote in Jamaica 

Mr Puiteney withed to know upon what data the noble Lord had 
formed his propolition of four to two, and whether that was all he 
would beltow towards repairing the loifes of the furferers. 

Lord North replied, that hé had not ‘proceéded upon any certain 
data; but had-sather aéted from the abilities of this country, than ac- 
cording to the extent of the lofles; for as.to a genera! retribution he 
believed it was not expected ; and, if it was, he was fuse the Houfe 
would find it nearly impoffible to comply with fuch a wiih. In refpeét 
to the diftribution of the money, he thought it would be bet to leave 
it to the planters in Eygland; when the tupplies fhou'd arrive in the 
ifland, then indeed they mutt be ditpofed of by people of authority.

He approved of 
the proportion propofed for the two iflands; which he mentioned asa 
proof of his impartiaiity, having many valuable connedtions in Jambi- 
ca, whereas he knew no one in Barbadoes In his opinion the noble 
Lord was very 1ight to leave the apportioning ef the fupplies to plant- 
ers heré¢, and the diftribution: of: them to people in the ifland ; Open 

, Committees were proper to afcertain here what quantity of provifions, 
limber, and ey ready money, fhould be fent over; afterwards 
- people onthe fpot fhould be appointel to relieve thofe who flood moft 
in want ; And though retribution to the full could not be granted, yet 
to give thofe food who wanted it, and °buildiug materials to the necef- 
fitous, was no inconfidcrable degree of retribution. 

Six William Guife obferyed, that the propafed fum of 120,000 1. would 
be confiderably diminhed by the fees of office, and othér deduétiens ; 
as he withed therefore that this ‘entire fum might be remitted, he hop- 
ed it would be ordered, that no dedudtion thould be made. 

Lord North faid, he believed it was always cuitomary to make fuch 
an order, that the gift.might be prefented with the better grace. At 
all events, he would follow his two firft m-tions with a third, “ That 
the whole of the fum fhould be iffued without fee or dedv@ion.” 

* The three motions being then put, were carried with the utmoft 
unanimity ; and at-fiye o’clock the Honfe adjourned. 

Yelterday morning, at half paft nine o’clock, Lord George

“ This dav, the Lords having formed themfelves into a Houfe, and 
the Lord Chancellor taken the woollack, Lord Sformont pretented to 
the House a metlege from the King, acquainting their Lordthips, that 
fince the rece!s, the conduét of Holland had rendered it necellary for 
the Crown to grant letters of marque and of general reprifals againit 
their thips; and that, though all means in the power of Great Britain 
had been ufed to prevent coming to an. open war, the States General | 
had mace it unavoidable, by refufing to grant any anfwer to the me- 
morials prefented by the Ambaflador of Great Britain. His Majetty 
had therefore been driven to thé neceflity of profecuting holtilities, and 
doubted not of receiving from their- Lordthips every affiftance and fup- 
port neceflary for the moft vigorous exertions for obtaining ample jui- 
tice for the injuries received. After this had been read, Lord Stor- 
mont delivered findty other papers by command of his Majelty. Thefe 
cuniifted of the King’s Manifefto; of the feveral Memorials prefented 
by Sir Jo‘eph Yorke; and a copy of the Treaty entered into, or to be 
entered into, between the States General and Congrets, containing 
eight-and-thirty articles. I.ord Stormont then meved an humble Ad- 
dretS to his Majefty, exprefling the approbation of their Lordthips en 
the oc¢ation, and promifing every fupport nece lary for a vigorous pro- 
fecution of the war. His Lordthip tupported the propriety of the ad- 
drefs in a fpeech replete with argument and conviction, and dwelt much 
upon the neceffity of an immediate anfacr to the Royal mefflage. ‘The 
States General, his Lerdthip faid, had obliged us, by their condud, td 
the ttep we had taken, as they had refufed to comply with the terms* 
in. our treaty with them, when called upon for fuccour, and had all a- 
long fupplied the enemies of Great Britain with arms and ammuni- 
tion; and he fubmitted it, that.it was much better to have them for 
open, than /ecret foes. As to the juitice of our conduct, his Lovd:hip 
was confident of ite—the Dutch had entered inte a treaty with the re- 
bellious fubjects of Great Britainia America; but, to put that out of 
the queftion, their entering into what was called ** The neutral com- 
“pact with the Northern States,” was alone enough to juftify our re- 
fentment, fince the aét of allics, refolying to be neuter, was in tact a 
breach of their treary to the power they were in alliance with. His 
Lordihip admitted the war with’ Holland to be a circumttance of great 
fegret; but he faid Adminiftration had only a choice of difficulties, and 
had deverinined upon what they thonght the bet election that could 
be made, in the prefent fituation of affairs. His Lordthip continued a
